siderable trouble over its many ordinances, 
and an effort is about to be made to remedy 
the difficulty. There never has been any 
systematic arrangement of the borough laws, 
and no citizen is able to say just what ordi- 
nances are In force, or how many old enact- 
ments have been repealed by subsequent leg- 
islation of the borough fathers. Public at- 
tention, and that of Town Council, was called 
to (he matter the other day, when Justice 
Wall declined to impose a fine upon a young 
man who had violated the bicycle ordinance, 
upon the ground that the Justice was not 
aware of the existence of any such law ex- 
cept from hearsay. 
Council thereupon de- 


termined that it was high time to get the 
laws published and in systematic order. The 
matter has been discussed for years, but was 
always abandoned when it w»s stated that it 
would require the services of a lawyer and 
the expenditure of about $500 to have the 
work properly done. The present Council 
does not believe things are in such bad shape, 
however, and they have at least had the 
temerity to appoint a committee to have the 
laws overhauled. Justices of the Peace will 
be furnished with copies so that they may 
enforce the ordinances when violated. 


The people in the lower end of the county 


are no doubt pleased that Langhorne has been 
selected as the place for holding (he summer 
meeting of the Bucks County Historical So- 
ciety.

This section provides 
for the use of two telephones to be located 
in the pump house of the water works and 
the Town Hall for the exclusive use of the 
borough without any future charge, cost or 
expense, and to be connected with the gen- 
eral circuit. This section the company re- 
fuses to submit to, claiming that as the|objcct 
of the company is to extend its service pretty 
generally in Bucks county if the permission 
was granted lo one community others would 
undoubtedly demand the same and the ex- 
pense in the aggregate would be so enor- 
mous that they would not be financially able 
o stand it. The company further claim to 
be the pioneers in this section of the country 
to inaugurate the low-rate telephone service. 
In Trenton, which is the home of the com- 
pany in name as well as organization, there 
are at the present time nearly 1000 sub- 
scribers, and the service is growing lo such 
a popularity that the system has already

Her husband was the brave Confe- 
derate General Armistead L. Long.

What 
ever claim a man or woman may ma'« to 
birth, social position of education, increases 
their obligations to do well whatever work 
they undertake." 


Mr. Maohen also spoke of the good work 


done by women as postmasters in Louisville

PUZZLED OVER CERVERA 


Naval Men Think He Should 


Have Put Up a Better Fight. 


VIEWS OP A PEOMINENT OFHOEB. 


The Four Powerful Temeli In His Squad- 


ron Could, If Properly Handled, IlBve 
M»a« a Stronr Stand Up Fight—On- 
•tant and Damaging Vlre of American 
Ounncn May l'r<>t>ablr Hare Frightened 


Cervera and Hl« Men—Length of War 
Ito»t« Mostly With Spain. 


Navsil officers nt the Brooklyn navy 


yard, fiorn Admiral Bunce and his sen- 
ior aid, Captain Gilmore, down, -wore 
puzzled recently to and borr .^ood rea- 
KOU to »xplain why C'ervora's four pow- 
erful warships ,did not mako a better 
showinK tban they did the other Sun- 
day inuininK in their efforts to get away 
from Admiral Sampson's floet. One 
officer high iii fiuthority said: 
"It is beyond tin to kuow why Cer- 


vera's nhips did not mako a stand up 
fight. When wo first talked the thing 
over, v, o were inclined to believe that 
the Spaniards were cowards and did not 
dare fifjhf our ships. But when wo re- 
flected that they had come out of the 
harbor in broad daylight instead of at 
night, which would have been tho best 
time fur running away, we had to 
change our theory." 


"Dou't you think that the sunken 


Merrimoo offered too much obstruction 
to the Spanish fleet to got out of tho 
harbor safely nt night?" was asked. 
"No. 
I think, from what wo learned 


afterward about the sinking of tho Mer- 
rimac, that tho Spaniards had her buoy- 
ed so that if they had tried to leave tho 
harbor at uig.'it they could have done so 
with, comparative safety. Wo therefore 
mnst tnko it for granted that when they 
left tho haibor they intended to give us 
a good fight befcn-o they had to surren- 
der. JJnt evidently they changed their 
minds. What firing they did toward 
our ships seoms to have been done with- 
out accuracy of aim, and indeed with- 
out any other purpose in view except to 
make a noise." 


"Perhaps tho Spaniards ran out of 


ammunition?" was suggested. "That 
oonld not 1»," said tho officer, 
"for 


they had enough loft to blow up their 
own ships. Tho same amount well di- 
rected could have blown up all of our 
ships." " What deductions do our naval 
offloflrtf draw from tho experience of 
CorveiVs fleet?" "Tho only two things 
which we <an bo positive of are that 
there it a Kreat lack of discipline in the 
Bpaninh navy and a woeful ignorance of 
tho URO of modern warship machinery. 
It is certain that had four United States 
warships and two torpedo boat destroy- 
ers gone out of a harbor to attack tho 
warships of Spain or any other nation 
wo would have made some trouble. 
With tho exhibitions of nerve and cour 
age which have recently been displayed 
by oui nten it is safe to say that not 
one American warship would have been 
beached. Firing from our guns would 
have been kept up as long as there waa 
a jjnn in working order and ammuni- 
tion enough to load it. If it came down 
(hat far, then there would bo time 
enough for the men still alive to scuttle 
tho ship and prevent it from falling 
into the hands of the enemy in service- 
able condition. In tho meantime our 
marksmen would have sunk many of 
the ouuniy's ships. 
runmiig away and 'sinking TTTI'own 
ships Oervora not only saved ns the 
trouble of destroying his ships, but ho 
lost an abundant opportunity to sink 
Borno of ours. We had more ships than 
he Ivi'.l, and to that extent we presented 
a greater target. The more ships of ours 
in front of the harbor the greater chance 
Cervera would have had of inflicting 
damage on ns. You would not have 
caught Dewey, Sampson, Watson or 
Sohley running away merely because 
there were a few more of the enemy's 
ships in sight. But in this case the dis- 
patched do not show that we had any 
more ships at the scene of battle than 
the Spaniards had. The superior num- 
bers of our fleet therefore did not of 
itself cause Cervera's flight, although 
the fear that all our ships might attack 
him nt once might have tended to 
frighten his men." 


"What do you think had the moat 


effect in making the Spanish ships run 
away?" 
"The constant and damaging 


fire of the American gunners. There is 
•where onr target practice comes into 
play. For years the United States haa 
been devoting more attention to tar- 
get practice on shipboard than any other 
nation. Many of the nations, and espe- 
cially Spain, thought it was sufDciout 
to buy the latest; guns with up to date 
appliances. They did not think that it 
•wan very necessary that the men shouM 
be constantly trained in handling those 
modem appliances. But we believed 
that it was just as useless to have big 
guns without knowing how to use them 
thoroughly as it would be to have a 
typewriting machine without knowing 
how to manipulate the keys. 


"Napoleon used to say that it took 


three months to make a soldier, bnt six 
years to make a sailor. If that waa true 
in Napoleon's time, when sailing ships 
were in general use, bow much more 
true is the comparison today, when such 
complicated machinery is used in war- 
ships! The men should thoroughly un- 
derstand how to manipulate every part 
of tho machinery which they are requir- 
ed to handle in a battle." 


"Do you ascribe tho infinitesimal loss 


of our navy as compared with that of 
our army to the sailor's superior skill iu 
handling his weapons?" "No. -Whereas 
we all ,'eel proud of the marvelous sue 
cess of the two naval engagements, one 
at M'inila and the other at Santiago, 
with about the same disastrous result 
to the Spaniards, we feel that we have 
no right to make any comparison with 
the army, which is fighting on foreign 
soil. When ships get out in the ocean, 
each side has a fair show as to surround- 
ings, but an invading army always suf- 
fers great disadvantages. They cannot 
always tell whore the enemy lies con 
cealed. The invaders suffer from excess- 
ive heat, change of diet, different kind 
of water and frequently from lack of 
both food and water at regular intervals. 


"While the life on a battleship in ac- 


tion is anything bnt comfortable, is in 
tact almost an inferno below decks 
while the fight in on, the other condi- 
tions i.re better than the landsmen have. 
The food is regular and all the condi- 
tions are more conducive to general 
health. The climatic conditions are so 
bad iu Cuba at this time of the year for 
iuvadirs that it is surprising to ns that 
more of our men have not succumbed 
to sunotrake than to Spanish bullets.'' 


"How long do yon think the war 


will List?" "Ihe matter rests mostly 
with bpain. So far as we are concerned 
we ceo no more difficulty in taking Ha- 
vana than in taking Santiago. Porto 
Bioo oonld hold ont bnt a few day* 
at the most. Bnt after we have taken 
both Porto Bioo and Havana Spain may 


refusing to ufek for peace and preparing 
to protect her own coast, thus putting 
ns on tho oiferiKivo and a groat distance 
from homo. Tho mam difficulty with 
Spain at tho present time is that only 
about 30 per cent of her population can 
read and wi ite, and the othern are hope- 
lebsly iguor.mt of affairs in their own 
government. It would not surprise me 
that as ROOD as tho common people, tho 
great body of illiterate persons in Spain, 
once learn how they have been hood- 
winked into carrying on this useless 
struggle thi re will be a revolution there 
aa groat as the French revolution. 


"Politics ui Spain will therefore bo 


largely rebj onsible for tho continnatiou 
of a war which innst now appear to 
every sane, dismtercbted observer to be 
uselesH so far as Spain is concerned. 
With both fleets destroyed and nothing 
left in the \vay of ships but Oaoiara ob- 
scurn on thn other side of tho Atlantic, 
there is no ouo in Spain who can gain 
tho slightest advantage by prolonging 
the war unless it bo the politicians who 
are struggling to avoid the wrath of an 
indignant people who aro already bo- 
ginning to foul that their confidence has 
boon abused."—Now York Suu.

PHILIPPINE RESOURCES. 


th« 
American Eloctrical Apparatus In 


Islands—Purchases For Manila. 


Mr. L. D. Hilles of Yokohama, in 


recent conversation with a representa 
tive of The Electrical Review, gave a 
number of interesting facts about thi 
Philippines. 


"Those islands should by all mean 


remain in the possession of the United 
States," »lid Mr. Hilles. "Their com 
morcial possibilities and native re 
sources are almost unbounded. The 
sharpest competitors of the American 
and the Englishmen there are the Ger 
mans. Our firm has installed a centra 
electric lighting station in Manila 
which supplies current for 12,000 in 
candescent and 260 arc lights. The ma 
chiuery is of American manufacture, 
am now making large purchases o 
American steam and electrical apparatu 
to be installed in the far east, a part o 
which goes to Manila. 


"There are about 720 miles of tele 


graph in (he islands and only 70 mile 
of eteam railway. Manila has a tele 
phono syKtom equipped with Englib 
instruments. All electrical conductor 
are carried on overhead pole lines wit 
porcelain insulators. There is also 
horse railway in Manila, which woul 
have been changed over to a trolle 
road had not the war occurred. Th 
concession for this road has already bee 
acquired. There is a wonderful chanc 
for Americans in many industrial nn 
dertakings in the Philippines, and 
hope our government will hang on b 
them."—New York Electrical Review 


SOLDIER'S UNIQUE CAREER 


Honore Laluo, a Corrc«|iODdent, KlDdu the 


Bodies of General Yarn del R«7 and 
His Aids—Valuable Taper* Discovered 
and Taken to Headquarters. 


Under date of July 2, writing from 


tho front, Mr. W. R. Hoaret, editor in 
chiof of the Now York Journal, de- 
scribes tho second day'i^Hght at El Ca- 
noy, near Santiago, as fujlows: 


Tho fierce struggle to drivo the Span- 


iards from the last intrenehmoiits around 
Santiago continued all day, bnt with 
ar lesa fury and a much smaller loss oi 
ifo than on Friday. In my dispatch of 
ast night I told of the guidance which [ 
Phe Journal correspondent, Honore 
jaine, had given to mo to Cauey. From | 
rhoro Laiuo pitched into tho heart of the ( 
iring lino. Tonight he returned here 
with his handsome faco aglow with en- i 
ihusiasm. Among the dead and wound- 
ed on the battlefield ho had found, by 
;ho index finger of a Spanish prisoner, 
tho body of tho general who had com- 
manded the forces of the enemy about 


auoy on the day before. 
Arnid the tall weeds and wire grass 


Jaine had found the dead bodies of Gen- 
eral Vaia del Key; his brother, near by, 
desperately wounded; two of his three 
aids and two other officers dead beside 


, and even their horses and mules 


silled in the same deadly hail. They 
were close to a high cactus fence, be- 
hind which they were evidently seeking 
shelter when caught by a volley from 
;he American line. "Abandoned on the 
field!" cried Laine triumphantly. "De- 
serted by his men of the crack Battalion 
Constitution!" he added with fine scorn. 


Lame was unaffectedly happy as he 


tiold up to our gaze valuable papers 
which he had himself taken from the 
pockets of the Spanish commander. 
They told of tne Spanish fortifications, 
troops and plans, and wore turned over 
to General Garcia. 
Tho originals will 


be saved for The Journal. Laine beam- 
ed the joy that he felt as he tapped his 
camera and exclaimed, "I have here a 
photograph of him just as the vultures 
were flying from his body." 


Laino is a daring correspondent, al- 


ways alert to the demands of his news- 
paper, but before that—before every 
other consideration—he is a Cuban sol- 
dier. 
Of massive frame and classical 


face, he is a type to command admira- 
tion everywhere, but in the saddle, girt 
with the trappings of a trooper, the 
barrel of his rifle catching the rays oi 
tha soft Cuban moon, he seems to have 
but ridden directly from the pages ol 
Scott or Stevenson. 


Lame loves war—he is unhampered 


by dreams of home comfort or releasa 
from the desperate hardships which our 
troops have encountered in this rain 
sodden, fever stricken jungle of south 
Cnba. 
Laine has done nothing else 


than make war for so many months thai 
it is his normal existence. He revels in 
its baibarities and extracts genuine 
pleasure from the most trying hard- 
ships it enforces. As he reported on the 
condition of Creoliaan and atkod foi 
news from Edward Marshall's cotside, 
he spoke of joining the column of Gar- 
cia in their nisrch to cut off Pando'a 
column and wilh an equanimity that 
held no thought of danger for himself. 


Laine had much to tell. He had rid- 


den over all of the battlefield about Ca- 
pey. In addition to finding the body o< 
General Vera del Rey he had learned

Learnin 
that the Canadians were in need 
scouts and being familiar with frontie 
life, Mitchell left Miss Olastou's com 
pany and enlisted. In the 70 days of th 
rebellion he was in every engagemen 
and distinguished himself by dauntles 
bravery. In July of 1895 he was engag 
ed as business manager of the Garrio 
theater by Richard Mansfield. Prior t 
that he hud been a member of Mrs. Po 
tev's company and had traveled near]

the camp at Siboney about noon oi> Juno 
25 last. Before 1 o'clock word had corae 
that Edward Marthall, a correspondent 
of the New York Journal, had baen shot 
in the spiue and could not live through- 
out the day unless he was brought to 
the hospital at onoo. The messenger ex- 
plained that tho only littirs that the 
rough riders had Vfcro all m use, and 
that there were so many vt nnucled sol- 
diers to be attended to that not more 
than half of thorn could be brought in 
before nightfall. In Marshall's case 
particularly every moment counted, so 
George Coffin, the artist ; Stephen Crane, 
H. G. MaoNiohol and two sailors from 
the dispatch boat Kanapaha volunteered

to go out and bring him. A steward 
from the Red Cross society and the 
New York Sun correspondent went with 
them. Mr. Crane, who had been in the 
battle earlier in the morning, led the 
way. It was a scorching day, and the 
6)^ mile climb over the rugged hills 
which roll away to within a couple of 
miles of Santiago made the two fut men 
in the company blow hard. A narrow 
road, scarcely mor$ than a bridle path, 
led to the field hospital, which had 
been extemporized about 100 yards in 
the rear of the battlefield. 


Marshall and a dozen wounded sol- 


diers lay on the grass. While still some 
80 feet away Marshall recognized the 
voice of one of the men in his party and 
called out quite loudly: "Hello, old 
man I This is a fnnny place for us to 
meet. Last time I saw you was in Lon- 
don, at the queen's jubilee." As he said 
this he raised himself slightly on one 
arm, and we saw that he was puffing 
away at a cigarette. Seeing this, it was 
hard to realize that Marshall was a dan- 
gerously wounded man. A sight of his 
wound, however, changed that opinion. 


As the men placed Marshall on the 


Utter a slight jolt was unavoidable. The 
wounded man at once went off .into a 
»ni, wmuu uihieu aoout 1>£ minutes. 
Jfwo of the men held him down until 
the agony was over. 
A touch of mor- 


phine revived him quickly, and the pro- 
cession started coastward, with Mar- 
shall apparently quite himself again, 
puffing away at still another cigarette. 
At this point tha correspondent left to 
go on to the rough riders' camp, a mile 
farther on. It was agreed that he would 
be able to overtake the litter after in- 
terviewing Colonel Roosevelt." 


It took 35 minutes to catch up with 


the party, but it seemed like ten years. 
Marshall was sleeping under the effect 
of another opiate, but as we changed off 
at the litter he woke and had another 
terrible spasm. 
When he was quieted, 


be began to sing "The Banks of the 
Wabash.'' This sounds, I know, like an 
extract from a Bhoda Broughton novel, 
but it is true none the less. For nearly 
half an hour, as we dragged the litter 
along, 
Marshall kept repeating the 


chorus of this song over and over. 
When he finally stopped, we could sea 
that either his pain or his morphine, 
perhaps both, had made him delirious. 
He clutched Mr. Coffin by the hand. 


"Coffin," he cried, "I'm du the city 


desk tonight, and we've got to beat the 
town on the story of this fight. Between 
it and the story of my falling down that 
coal hole and breaking my back ought 
to make a great paper tomorrow. Have 
a hansom waiting for me on the beach, 
and we'll drive down to Guantanamo 


1 and knock the devil out of tho other fel- 
lows." 


At the end of the fourth mile the two 


colored sailors, who had tramped all 
the way in their bare feet, collapsed. 
The Red Cross man and the correspond- 
ent decided that the best thing for them 
to do was to hurry on to camp, secure 
more help and whisky and get back as 
soon as possible. Bronson Rea supplied 
the bottle of whisky, and Mr. Dnnwid- 
die and his soldiers volunteered to go 
out with us and help carry Marshall 
down the hillside, a steep slant of fully 
half a mile. In the meantime an officer 
of one of the colored regiments on picket 
duty had met the party struggling along 
about a mile and a half out. He imme- 
diately ordered six stalwart negroes to 
carry the litter. 


At 8 o'clock we reached the railroad 


shed, which had been turned into a tem- 
poraryhospital, and found it crowded 
to the doors, but in almost total dark- 
ness. Three candles were all the light 
that the surgeons and Red Cross men 
had to work by. There wasn't even a 
torch. As we carried Marshall in and 


laid him on the cot which we had had 
sent over from the dispatch boat one of 
the carriers stumbled and half fell. 
From the floor came a shriek. 
"For 


God's sake, don't, old man!" cried a 
voice. "That's my wounded leg you're 
stepping on." 


All afternoon the wounded had been 


hurried into camp, and the surgeons had 
not had time and boats enough to carry 
them to the Olivette before a new crowd 
bad come in and filled the shed as full 
as ever. Attached to a buttonhole of 
each patient was an ordinary express 
package tag bearing his name, his regi- 
ment and home. While the three can- 
dles were held over him Marshall's 
wound waa examined by Dr. Winters. 
He said that his chances were just 
about one in a hundred. We laid him 
back on the litter again and started for 
the beach. A lifeboat from the Olivette 
carried him tha rest of the way, and the 
BedCroes steward aa he mopped his 
brow and prepared to start in on anoth- 
er case exclaimed, "My God, sir, bat 
that man had grit."—-New York Son.
